As indicated by the board decision filed on 10/20/2010, the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences reversed all rejections against claim(s) 1-8, 17-18. Applicant has introduced new 
claims 19-25 on 10-20 and cancelled the claims 9-16. Claim 19 contains limitation that was 
reversed by the Board of Patent Appeal. 

Thus, Claim 1-8, 17-25 are allowed.
